W. J. Hardee held the city with a 
force of 18,000 men. The Confederates 
were not certain as to Sherman's plans 
or movements after he reached the 
coast, but assumed that he would turn 
northward aud strike the rear of Lee 
on James river. For this reason it was

General Hazen's advance guard cap- 


tured a picket about a mile from the 
fort and got from him the particulars 
about the torpedoes burled In the road 
leading to the fort These were re- 
moved, and a brigade of troops moved 
forward to within half a mile ot the 
work. The commander of the brigade 
wished to dash ahead at once, but Gen-

to hold Savannah in case he should 
surround it, but that Hardee should 
withdraw his troops aud unite them 
with other Confederate forces in the 
Carolinas to dispute Sherman's march 
northward. 


The city of Savannah Is built upon a 


Bandy plateau about forty feet above 
tide in Savannah river. Sherman ap- 
proached it from the south across ter- 
ritory cut up with little streams tribu- 
tary to the Ogeechcfr river. His troops 
closed In on Dec. 12 BO as to form a 
line from the Ogeechee to the Savan 
nan above the city. Hardee prepared 
to defend the place and assigned his 
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troops and commanders to the most 
Important points. His batteries con- 
sisted of about 100 guns, half of them 
of heavy caliber. 


The principal work to be attacked 


was Fort McAllister, situated at Gene- 
sis Point, on the southern bauk of the 
Ogeechee river, and commanding the 
channel of approach from Ossabaw 
Bouud and also covering the bridge of 
the Gulf railway across the river, 
was a heavy earthwork, with Its prin- 
cipal front toward the river, which it 
was Intended to defend. The arma- 
ment consisted of seven heavy guns hi 
permanent position aud eight light 
Held guns. The river all around was 
planted with torpedoes, aud sub-terra 
shells had been planted on the laud ap- 
proaches to the fort. The laud de- 
fenses were strengthened by palisades 
and abatis. The garrison of Fort Mc- 
Allister at the time of Sherman's at- 
tack numbered about 200 men. under 
command of a major. On the approach 


my's fire, and it was 5 o'clock before 
the signal for attack could be given. 


Luck 
favored 
Hazen's enterprise 


from the very start. The discovery of 
the torpedoes 
saved his line 
from 


heavy casualties and possibly from 
panic, for hidden'foes are a terror to 
the bravest men. It happened also that 
Just bcfure the attack the garrison had 
added au abatis to the defenses on the 
land side of the fort by felling large 
trees and cutting the limbs, which 
when sharpened formed a hedge of 
wooden bayonets lu the pathway of 
the assailants. But the attack came 
before they bad time to remove the 
large trunks of the trees, and thesi 
gave good cover to Hazeu's skirmish- 
ers, enabling them to get close to the 
fort and pick off the Confederate gun- 
ners. In this wny the guns of the fort 
were rendered useless. 


While Sherman and Howard impa- 


tiently watched the proceedings on ! la-

Slier- 
man answered, "Not yet, but it will 1 
In a minute." 


The gallant dash of Hazen's men 


quickly fulfilled Sherman's promise. 
There was a short, sharp struggle on 
the parapet, and then detachments 
from all sides poured Into the fort So 
•wiftly did the line move that no hnlt 
was apparent eitlier at the abatis, the 
palisades or the ditch. The ground on 
the outer edge of the ditch had been 
planted with Confederate torpedoes,' 
and there the assailants lost heavily, 
about 200 men killed and wounded. 
This method of defense, barbaric as it 
seemed. Is permissible by the usages of 
war. A further stroke of luck favored 
the attacking party at the right time. 
The extreme flanks of the works ex- 
tended to the water, and the palisade 
had been constructed with a view to 
high tide. At the moment of attack 
the tide was out, and Hazen's soldiers 
passed safely around the obstructions 
on a dry beach. In fifteen minutes aft- 
er the charge was sounded the Con- 
federate flag came down. The garrison 
made no formal surrender, but indi 
dividuals Ceased to struggle when they 
found themselves overpowered. 
The 


Confederate loss in killed and wounded 
was forty-eight In all. Shermau sent 
dispatches by the tug to Admiral Dahl- 
greu. whose fleet lay off the coast, and 
went himself by steamer next day to 
confer with the navy about removing 
obstructions to the channel of the 
Ogeechee to enable transports to brin;,' 
supplies to camp. A dispatch steamer

Kil- 
patrick also attempted to take the fort 
by surprise, but this also failed, and 
Sherman ordered General 0. 0. How- 
ard, whose command lay nearest the 
work, to send a force sufficient to car- 
ry the place by storm at the first dash. 
This would involve the least loss of 
life. Howard sent the division of Gen- 
eral W. B. Hazen to do the work, and 
Bfter a circuitous march it reached the 
Iront of the fort about noon on the 
J3th of December.

from reaching the fort from the Con- 
federate Hues at Savannah proper Gen- ' 
eral Howard plnnted two gnus upon a 
hill about two miles from the rear of 
the work.

Any serious change 
of conditions which would tend to 
eliminate the special food would also 
eliminate these great animals as a nec- 
essary consequence. 


There Is an entirely different class 


of explanations, however, to be consid- 
ered, which are consistent both with 
the continued fitness of structure of 
the giant dinosaurs themselves and 
with the survival of their especial 
food— such, for example, as the Intro- 
duction of a new enemy more deadly 
even than the great carnivorous dino- 
saurs, Among such theories the must 
ingenious is that of the law Professor 
Cope, who suggested that some of the 
small, inoffensive and inconspicuous 
forms of Jurassic uiammnls of the size 
of the shrew and the hedgehog con- 
tracted the habit of seeking out the 
uests of these dinosaurs, gnawing 
through the shells of their eggs and 
thus destroying the young. The ap- 
pearance or evolution of any egg de- 
stroying animals, whether reptiles or 
mammals, which could attack this 
great race at such a defenseless point 
would be rapidly followed by Its ex- 
tinction.— Century.

also been subpoenaed to produce cer- 
tain notes and other 
valuables of 


which she may be possessed, but she 
was in New Vork, outside the jurisdic- 
tion of tbe Ohio court and presumably 
beyond tbe reach of an Ohio process 
server. 


On the str ngth of the alleged se- 


curities hem in trust for her by Reyn- 
olds, said to be worth K>,000,000; be- 
cause of a $500,000 note, purporting to 
have been made by one of the richest 
men in America and owned by her; and 
by virtue of other valuable evidences 
of wealth, either exhibited by her or 
apparently s! own to exist in trust for 
her or held as collateral for other loans 
to her, Mrs. Cbadwick has obtained 
large loans from banks at well as 
from individuals. 


The amount of her obligations no one 


pretends to estimate; but her operations 
covered a wide range of territory. One 
Ohio bank has already suspended be- 
cause her paper has not been met at 
maturity, and the present publicity re- 
garding her affairs is due to a suit 
brought by 
a Massachusetts man. 


This suit is to recover $100,800 for 
money loaned. Several other 
claims 


have reached the stage of legal pro- 
ceedings. 


It is interesting to note that Reyn- 


olds, the suppositions trustee, says he 
knows of no $500,000 note, that he has 
none such in. his possession and aoes 
not believe it exists, and that he bas 
no jewels belonging to 1 rs. Chadwick. 
Altogether, tbe similarity of Mrs. Cbad- 
wlck's millions held in trust to the 
millions sealed by the French courts 
in th« Humbert safe 
will occur to 


everyone.

the entire grounds. The glowing elec- 
tric bulbs slowly began dimming, the

Large Cotton Exports. 


DCJl 


rfreuiendous exports of cotton were 
ii idiled from all the southern ports. 
The total reached nearly 200,000 bales, 
Which, according to those acquainted 
with ttiecotton trade, is unprecedented 
lu tbe history of cottou exports. 
At 


the rate of 10 cents a pound, the ex- 
ports lepresented tbe euorojous sum of 
$10,000,000, which this country will be 
able to draw from Europe for this one 
day's exports alone. 
With these ex- 


ports before It, Wall street was not 
surprised to bear that there bad been 
exceedingly heavy transactions in for- 
eign exchange, one prominent bunk 
alone buy ing $1,500,000 in cottou bills. 


Of the reports yesterday, as far as 


Could be ascertained up to the close of 
business, over 70,000 bales went to 
England, 25,000 baits went to France, 
75,000 bales to tbe European continent, 
and 7,000 bales to Mexico and Japan. 
For tbe season tbe exports amount.to 
1,975.000 bales, against 1,477,000 bales 
last year. 


These tremendous exports served to 


steady Ibe cotton marktt. which other- 
wise was weak because of many bear- 
ish i 
1 fluences. 
Among these were 


enormous port receipis of 95,000 bales 
and luavy receipis in the interior, as 
well as the publication ol the third sec- 
tion of the census bureau's giuners' re- , 
port, showing that in 068 counties 5,- i 
704,570 I'ales had been ginned. This is : 
an increase ol 70 per cent, over last year 
aud an increase over 1902, and, accord- 
ing to trade experts, the complete re- 
port for 812 counties will show that 
nearly 7.000,000 bales had been ginned 
up lo Oi t. 18. According to Theodore 
H. Price, this would mean a cuip of 
12,000,000 bale*—New York Times.

As we look back over tbe mistakes of 
the past, it is plain that the most dltil- 
cult type of leadership lo evolve Is that 
in which u wise understanding of men's 
hearts go baud iu hand with clear 
thinking. We must develop such lead- 
ership if we are to solve the problems 
of the future without repealing the mis- 
takes of the past.—Henry S. Prilchett, 
iu Outlook.

HI* regi- 
ment took part in both of the Rhode 
island expeditions, al neither of which 
did they even see the enemy. 


In 1779 his regiment was disbanded, 


and fifteen batteiies « ere recruited for 
(he Continental Army, aid Ihiee cniu- 


S 
mnies wereoigani/ed ior"hnme duty." 
tevere was placed in command of the 
latter, and was again at his old place, 
"The Castle." 


This same \ear his regiment went 


upon the ill-fated Penobscot expedition 
and took part in the siege of ('aslinc. 
When the actual lighting began all the 
troops retreated, and l\evere did not 
slop retreating until he reached his old 
quarters at "The Castle." 


The authorities evidently felt that 


Kevere hud retieated altogether toofnr, 
and be was lelieved of bis command, 
and was not reinstated; his military 
career ended here, never to l>e resumed, 
it is only l>y splllting n hair thai it 
can tie said he ever was in the army at 
all. 
He did not consider himself au 


officer in the army, for he says in a 
letter written April 5, 1777: "f did ex- 
pect before this to'have been in the 
Contlulental Army, * * * and am ob- 
liged to be contented iu this State's ser- 
vice." He was an ofticar in"the Home 
Guard," which appears to have been a 
separate body fiom Ihe militia. 


There is oue point in Revere's career 


that seems to have been overlooked, 
and that is the part he took, or rather 
did not take, lu Ihe lighting at Concord 
and Lexington, April 19, 1775. When 
the lighting commenced he retreated to 
Woburti.—"B. B. H." lu Boston Trans- 
cript.

hors ile combat is surnr -.ini;." ob- 
served a man who lias on :.everal occa- 
sions waited nraunil tl:e r.ionnmeiit of 
nights in order to secure specimens for 
purposes of taxidermy. "There la, for 
instance, the lionutit'ul bluebird, whose 
color is as delicate as that of a flower, 
with which most persons In this city 
are totally unacquainted. 
This bird, 


witli others of fine plumage which are 
to be found in our vicinity, is timorous 
and retiring, while the ubiquitous 
sparrow, the yellow breasted warbler 
and the catbird are prominently seen. 
A considerable proportion of the monu- 
ment's victims are swallows, these 
birds flying close together. 
A large 


number, too, are 'birds of passage,' 
merely flying through 
Washington 


from far removed localities on their 
way south. The birds seem to be at- 
tracted in some strange way by the 
ghostly looking shaft. 
Perhaps they 


imagine it Is an opening instead of a 
barrier, or It may be that anything 
lighter thnn the surrounding night at- 
mosphere tempts them. All down the 
river the lighthouses offer deadly ob- 
stacles, or, rather, attractions, to the 
migrating birds, many thousands of 
wliieh are destroyed every season In, 
this way." — Washington Post.

The luadiuK oritaulialluu* of womeu 


tluouvuout the country are Hudlug 
proteins lo their Cougnwuueu and tbe 
Territorial Commute* of (be tieuate 
agaiuat tbe bill propping lo uuiie 
Oklahoma aud ludlati Terrltorle* iuto 
oue Biate under tbe uam? of Oklahoma, 
aud tu combine New Mexico and Ariz- 
ona Territorial iuto a Slate uuder the 
name of Arizona. 


The portion of the bill tu which the 


wutueu lake exception u fouud 
in 


Paragraphs 5 of Sections 3 aud 21, 
which would allow these Htates, when 
oi'xanlzed, 
lo disfranchise minors, 


cilminals, lunatics, uou-resideuts, ig- 
noramuses aud womeu. It reads as 
follows: 


" I'hal said State shall uever euact 


auy law resirictluit or abridging the 
rbbt of suffrage ou account of race, 
color, or previous condition of servitude, 
or ou account of any other condition or 
qualiUcatious, save aud except uu ac- 
count uf illiteracy, minority, sex, con- 
viction of felony, mental condition, or 
residence." 


This not only authorizes tbe dls- 


frauchUeuieut of women, but classes 
them with the degraded, liubecilo aud 
immature of the opposite sex. Such a 
classification U au insult lu American 
womanhood. Tbe pioneer womeu of 
the West, who bave labored aud suf- 
fered by their husbands' sides to ad- 
vance civilization, ought not to be un- 
justly cla«ed.

Governor Lewis Morris being sou of 


Richard, and nephew of Mary (Morris) 
Webley, abovesaid, made his children 
and children of Mary, first couslus, 
heuce the will of tbe Governor will be 
of interest here as will be his children, 
giviug relationship which this record 
aims to do. Gov. Lewis Morris' will 
recorded April 1747, to be found in 
Liber E. p. 11, tu full is a complete 
history, thus: 


"Before I give nuy directions con- 


cerpiug the disposition of my body or 
estate, I think it my duty to leave the 
following testament of my seuce of the 
goodueen of God to rue in protecting 
and wonderfully preserving 
of me 


from my infancy to this present time 
now in ail advanced age. 
My mother 


died wbeu I was about 6 mouths old 
and my father died nut long after ID 
New York where I wan left an orphan 
entirely in the hands of strangers who 
Were appointed by tbe government to 
take care of me. Some time after that 
the Dutch took the place aud I was 
put by their magistrates into the bauds 
of Trustees by them appointed to take 
care of me and of what effects tbe 
toldiers had left unpluudered, aud af- 
ter the surrender of NHW York to the 
Eufrllsb, my Uncle" (Col. Lewis Mor- 
ris, brother of his father Richard Mor- 
tis and of Mary (Morris) Weblcy, was 
lu Barbadoes, because iu tbe civil war 
lu England he raised a troop of horse 
for Parliament, for which Chailes I. 
confiscated his estate) "oauie into 
these parts of America and kindly took 
care of me until i came to Man's estate, 
he theu dying, what he had fell into 
my bauds, being his sole and only heir. 
He left a will iu which were found sev- 
eral material interlineations and ra- 
zures, which will when exhibited be- 
fore Ihe Governor and Council of New 
York lo be proved, of (i •dibsuribinsj 
witnesses to the said will only 2 could 
make oath in due form of law and they 
knew nothing of those interlineations 
and razures, and one William Kick ley 
a Quaker, who wrote the will said he 
wrote the will and made them, but 
knew not why tbey were made. My 
uncle by that will having bequeathed his 
plaiitptinu over against the town of 
Haerlem to his wile, but of whut estate 
did not appeal tbe words heingscratched 
out, so as not to be read, and instead 
of what was HO erased,I here was after the 
words Mary Morris (which was tlie 
Dame of his \vido\v) these words viz.
